the situation.” In a letter to the 
Board, the Chairman expressed his 
regret for inability to attend. He 
pointed out that the crisis was the 
most severe that ever . confronted 
the Board, that there was little 
more they could do in the way of 
retrenchments,-and that a paternal 
Government should now be asked 
to come to their aid in the national 
interests, the harbour. being a 
national asset, and the crisis a 
national one. ‘The _ ports,” he 
wrote, “ were the first line trenches, 
and should not be left un- 
supported.” 

It was decided to discuss the 
Chairman's suggestions at the next 
meeting, and also to discuss then a 
motion by Mr. M. J. Corry, T.D.: 
“ That the Board consider convening 
a meeting of Cork merchants and 
representative business firms, to dis- 
cuss ways and means of maintain- 
ing the essential working of the 
harbour during the emergency.”

DOWN TO WORK 


Review of War Situation 


á We inaugural meeting of the British Dominion Prime 
Ministers and Ministers of the British Cabinet was held 
yesterday at 10 Downing street. | 


After a few speeches—including one of welcome by Mr. 
Churchill, who presided—the statesmen got down to work at 
once with an examination of the war situation. : 


Mr. Churchill’s speech of wel- | 


come was responded to by the 
Dominion Premiers — Mr. John 
Curtin (Australia), Mr. W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King (Canada), Mr. Peter 
Fraser (New Zealand) and Field- 
Marshal Smuts (South Africa). 

There were present also all the 
members of the British War 
Cabinet, Sir Godfrey Huggins 
(Prime Minister of Southern 
Rhodesia), the Dominion High Com- 
missioners in London, the Chiefs 
of Staffs, Mr. L. S. Amery (Secre- 
tary for India), the Maharajah of 
Kashmir and Sir Firoz Kahn Noon, 
India’s representatives on the War 
Council, and Lord Cranberne, 
Secretary for the Dominions, who 
will attend all meetings of the Con- 
ference. 


FOR DISCUSSION 


_ The subjects to be discussed 
include:— 
The immediate war situation; 


The future conduct of the war, 


both against Germany and Japan; 
Arrangements for an organisation 
of world settlement and security; 
The future policy of the countries 
of the British Commonwealth, and 
wide variety of subjects of 
more particular interest to the 
Commonwealth, including transport 


(both aviation and shipping), im- | 


migration, education, defence and 
the welfare and betterment of the 
Colonies and their peoples. 

On these and on all other matters 
there will be no attempt to reach 
hard-and-fast conclusions. That, it 
is felt, would be impracticable in 
the middle of war. The objective 
is collaboration, and not competi- 


tion, between various groups of 
nations; for competition, it is 
believed, would lead rapidly to 
another war. It is an informal 
meeting to exchange views both as 
to the. present and the future, to 
enable the British Government to 
proceed to any discussions that they 
may have with other Governments, 
knowing and understanding the 
viewpoint of the Dominions. 

If time does not permit the 
Premiers to consider ‘all questions 
of an inter-imperial character, then 
certain matters will be remitted for 
detailed examination to an Imperial 
Committee or some similar body. 
These subjects will include inter- 
imperial planning for emigration.

the first time that all the Premiers 
had been together under one 
roof.

Gérman Supply 
Ships Sunk 


URING recent patrols in the 
D Mediterranean and Aegean 
Seas British submarines sunk 
two supply ships of medium size 
and twenty small craft. Seven other 
vessels, including two tankers and 
a large supply ship, were damaged. 
The British Admiralty announce- 
ment of those losses stated that the 
two mediunrsized ships were sunk 
off the Riveria. In the same area 
torpedo hits were obtained on the 
large supply ship, which was pro- 
ceeding under an escort of 
destroyers, smaller vessels and air- 
craft. Counter-measures by the 
escorts forced the submarine to take 
avoiding action. 
Another British submarine shelled 
a large tanker which was lying in- 
side a harbour on the south coast 
of France. The second tanker, 
which was closely escorted, was 
intercepted off Cape Camarat and 
hit by a torpedo. Among the vessels 
sunk in the Aegean Sea were 
several carrying petroleum.—(P.A.) 


Minister Urges More 


Savings 


Referring to the high cost of 
living and the attempts being made 
to cope with it, Mr. P. J. Little, 
Minister for Posts and Telegraphs, 
speaking at a Fianna Fail meeting 
in Waterford, said that his depart- 
ment was about to carry out a 
drive to get people to invest in 
savings certificates to be lodged in 
Post Office Savings Banks. Re- 
mittances from Irish workers 
abroad to their families at home 
totalled about eight or nine million 
pounds per year, and this inflow 
of money in places where goods 
were scarce contributed towards 
raising the cost of living. 

By their new savings scheme, the 
Government hoped to induce people 
to invest their money in the sav- 
ings bank, and thus stop, to some 
extent, the steep rise in the cost of 
the necessities of life.

UNIONS DECLARE COMPANY’S 
ATTITUDE “CHILDISH” 


JE following statement was 
made last night by the trade 
unions representing the rail- 
waymen, in reply to the G.S.R.:— 

“ Basking in the luxury of a new 
publicity department, the G.S.R. 
seemingly prefers to conduct trade 
union negotiations at long range 
through the public Press rather than 
through the ordinary channels. 

“The whole attitude of the com- 
pany in this connection is childish, 
undignified and irresponsible. It 
is all the more regrettable because 
to the same management is shortly 
to be entrusted the rail and road 
transport of the whole country. lí 
this latest display of ‘tactics’ is in- 
dicative of things to come, then one 
can only look to the future ' with 
dismay. : 
“Whilst falsely accusing the 
unions of conveying to their mem- 
bers a misleading account of the 
company's verbal proposals, the 
management at the same time re- 
fuse absolutely to put these same 
proposals in writing. For sheer in- 
defensible absurdity, this takes some 
beating. Having made a grave 
mistake at the outset, the company 
are prepared to risk everything 
rather than tacitly admit the error 
by correcting it. : 

“ The ‘sabotage’ in which engine 
crews have been indulging is a re- 
fusal to work from 3 to 6 hours’ 
overtime per day, so that sections of 
their colleagues may be dismissed 
as redundant. It is now understood 
that the company have discovered 
that there is ample work for all, and 
hence normal working is restored.

The trainer in question is a man 
of very sound views, and he is one 
fully alive to the difficulties that 
now exist. His opinion is to be 
respected, and is passed on for what 
it is worth.
